CYCLE SAFETY BOOK 


Booklets and pamphlets on motor- 
cycle safety are issued about as regu- 
larly as statements from professional 
politicians. And they're usually just 
about as full of pablum. 

A new booklet recently released by 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California and the United States Su- 
zuki Motor Corp. is a pleasant excep- 
tion, however. This 60-page book, 
“Freedom of the Road,” goes beyond 
the customary trite admonitions to 
ride slowly, stay out of traffic and 
be careful in the rain. It has dozens 
of intelligent, helpful recommenda- 
tions for the new motorcyclist. 

“Watch out for fatigue,” the book 

advises. “The exhileration of this 
new experience can camouflage a 
weariness that slows your reaction 
and perception time.” 
_ “When you see a stop ahead, or a 
down grade, shift back into a lower 
gear,” the book suggests elsewhere. 
“The compression of your engine will 
materially aid your braking. It will 
also save brakes and rubber.’ 

These are just two of many worth- 
while tips. But safety tips, as such, 
are only one part of the booklet. Also 
included are thorough easily under- 
stood explanations of the function of 
every part on a motorcycle, recom- 
mendations on how to have fun on 
a motorcycle (including a special 14-, 
page section on trials riding) and sev- 
eral short quizzes on motorcycle 
safety and a vocabulary test which 
contains some definitions we never 
heard of.

11. Mufflers, mirrors, front fender, 
front brake optional. 

12. Riders must wear leather jack- 
et, gloves, approved type helmet and 
goggles. 


GAS AND FUEL DRAG BIKES 

1. No solid front forks. No bicycle 
tires, wheels or other equipment. 

2. Machine must have steering 
damper. 

3. Machine must have front and 
rear chain guards. 

4. Machine must have fender or 
seat extending to axle or beyond. 

5. Machine must have snap return 
throttle and a kill or dead-man 
switch. 

6. Fuel lines must have shut-off 
valves. 

7. Exhaust pipes must havé two 
hangers each. 


8. Foot pegs must not extend be- 
yond rear axle. 

9. Fuel and oil lines securely 
clamped on. 

10. Riders must wear full riding 
leathers, gloves, approved type hel- 
met and goggles.

It isn't every day one gets the op- 
portunity to take a ride on the larg- 
est, most expensive motorcycle pro- 
duced in the world, but on two occa- 
sions recently CYCLE NEWS was 
treated to the use of brand new 1966 
Harley 74s. We thank L.A. H-D Man-` 
ager Dick Hutchins for the first try- 
out machine, the tasty blue-gray 
“Electra-Glide” pictured here. 

The second 74, borrowed from Dean 
Hummer’s San Fernando store, car- 
ried your intrepid newsgatherers 200 
miles at a crack on the recent John- 
son Memorial Run. From that ride we 
returned with one paramount con. 
clusion: It needs a windshield (ours 
didn't have one). 

We found the big girl could be 
ridden with considerable verve once 
her shocks were stiffened by adjust- 
ment. But where she really went to 
the head of the class was packing 
double up steep mountain grades. 
Nothing else but another big-incher 


could keep up with her no matter - 


how the rivals stirred their shifters 
when she began to climb. 
Milwaukee’s proud “King of the 
Highway” has grown quite sophistic- 
ated with pushbutton starting and 
comfort galore. The electric starter is 





well worth the trade up, for our 
money, because it truly civilizes the 
beast and makes it possible for even 
bantamweight riders to operate the 
biggest two wheeler on the road. If 
you are kind of puny, you might still 
need help maneuvering the giant out 
from between the petunia beds, but 
once under way, its very bulk takes 





over and irons out the passing road 
like no lightweight can. Squatting on 
its wide Goodyear tires, the Electra- 
Glide seems impossible to tip over 
(Lord forbid you should ever have to 
pick it up). Yet with any forward 
motion at all the bike handles easily

own anyway, and finding them use- 
ful at high speeds. 

The front brake, as usual, failed to 
fill the bill, and prosepective riders 
probably should be cautioned not to 
expect too much it the way of sud- 
den stopping. Perhaps a hydraulic 
brake similar to the one used on the 
rear wheel could' be adapted to the 
front by riders interested in fast tour- 
ing. It takes a lot of pressure to stop 
all that kinetic energy with the pre- 
sent mechanical front brake. 

Granted, the giant of the Harley 
line appeals to a limited group of en- 
thusiasts, and of that group only a 
fraction can afford its luxury. But 
if you are fairly prosperous and want 
to own the biggest, softest, chrome 
and candy-apple motorcycle in the 
world, it is waiting for you at your 
nearest Harley dealer's. 


HONDA $S-65cc 


More and Better seem to have been 
the watchwords pinned to the wall 
in Honda design headquarters when 
the S-65 was laid out. The machine 
advances the concept spelled out by 
the immensely popular fifty model

cycle" nor yet is it in the toy cate- 
gory. It is, quite simply, a Honda, 
and if you aren’t sure of the differ- 
ence between a motorcycle and a 
Honda, ask your mother. 

So it’s farewell to the famous 
Fifty, which the S-65 replaces, and 
for the most part the change is a 
welcome one. It has the modern over- 


head cam engine, four speeds in the 
box, functionally attractive styling 
and the best heel, toe shift lever we 
have ever tried. It is of the lift up 
(or heel down) to shift up pattern. 
, Its ride is much like the Fifty’s 
— soft, comfortable. Steering is a 
little adverse as a result of the lead- 
ing link forks and soft suspension, 
but in anything but hard testing con- 
ditions it handles well enough. 

The cycle is a lightweight, but is 
happily innocent of the flimsy feel 
some lightweights convey. It runs 
extremely quite, even when turned 
full on, and is an easy one-kick 
starter. We marvelled at the strength 
the clutch, which seems to have been 
considerably improved over earlier 
clutches. 

Acceleration is not breathtaking, 
but is adequate for quiet traffic and 
side streets, like the Fifty was. It 
will scoot across those spooky inter- 
sections much more quickly than its 
predecessor. Held wide open with 
only 48 miles on the odometer, top 
speed was an indicated 45 mph. The 
needle touched 55 once going down- 
hill with a tail wind and the mach- 
ine braked to smooth, quick stop 
from that speed quite commendablv. 

We gave the bike a trail test ana 
it did everything demanded in such 
fine style, we were sad to return 





it to Long Beach Honda, where it 
serves as one of their demos. Such 
a lightweight is a handy thing to have 
around 

And that little engine would be 
a joy to dismantle on the kitchen 
table. Which shouldn’t upset mother, 
because after all, it isn’t a motorcycle 
— it’s a Honda.

There's no doubt that the desert 
riders were the masters at Hopetown.

Yet 
everybody, or just about everybody 
wants to ride Hopetown and there 
are some each year who will compete 
only there and nowhere else all sea- 
son. The physical challenge of finish- 
ing is often a factor, and from watch- 
ing the riders closely after a few laps 
one can often tell if he's used to the 
regular short events, or is a desert 
rider, or has just plain been staying 
out too late at night. 

The usual steep hills weren't used 
but the Diggers had still put plenty 
of challenge into the course. There 
was a horrendous off-cambered right- 
hander at the end of the straight, 
complete with a drop-off, a nice soft 
mud hole at the bottom of steep lit- 
tle hill and another hill that looked 
like solid mud all the way up. 

Feature of Saturday's racing was 
the stream. That water splash pro- 
vided the best spectating we've seen 
around in years, although it did cause 
misery to some of the contestants. 

The Sports Committee were on 
hand to stop just about all who tried 
to ride without folding foot pegs. This 
was announced on the sound system 
after the first race on Saturday, and 
caused hasty work in the pits trying 
to comply with the regulation before 
race time. The foot peg rule should 
have been on th posters, as some of 
the riders thought that since the event 
is named a "Grand Prix" and not a 
regular scrambles event they could 
ride with rigid pegs. A couple of 
‘illegal Hondas were also told not 
to ride, but come the 21” class, there 
they were sailing around, and a Com- 
mittee man watching them each time 
they came by. 

We can’t close this column without 
remarking on the work of the 'Dig- 
gers to run an event like this, and 
the thankless job they have when 
everyone goes home tired and happy 
and they’re left with all the clean-up. 
And one more remark, how can Ed- 
die Mulder Be THAT good! With 
other star quality riders such as Ron 
Nelson and Dusty Coppage, he still 
appears outstanding.
